Thenceforth he was known as Utrillo, 
but he never failed to recognize his 
mother in his Signature, ‘‘Maurice 
Utrillo, V.,"’ or to tell his ptide in her. 

“My mother, a holy woman, whom 
I revere from the depth of my soul,” 
he wrote in his memoirs. With an ex- 
travagant encomium he_ continued: 
“This noble woman reared me in the 
highest precepts of morality, right and 
duty.

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Being the History of Professor Jerry 


Thomas, Sometime Bartender at 


the Planters House 


Certain of His Rectpes 


— as Related in a 
Biographical 
Eulogy.

ROFESSOR 
RY THOMAS, un- 
crowned by any 
academy, unhal- 
lowed by any bust 
or niche in aca- 
demic halls, has at 
last found death- 
less fame. The 
magnum opus of 
his career has recently been reprinted 
in a form that will preserve it to pos- 
terity and endear it to archeologtiats. 

The cultured will recall the title of 
this work is “The Bon Vivant’s Com- 
panion, or How to Mix Drinks’ (Alfred 
A. Knopf). Its latest form bears 
an introduction by Herbert Asbury, 
who proves himself well qualified to 
appreciate its scholarly brilliance and 
historic value. His prefatory remarks 
amount to a eulogy of Professor 
Thomas’ art as practiced in the bar of 
the Planters House in St. Louis and 
that of the Metropolitan Hotel in New 
York. 

Asbury, who comes from Farming- 
ton, Missouri, of a long line of Meth- 
odist forbears, attempts to settle that 
long-disputed point as to who invented 
the “Tom and Jerry.” He gives Pro- 
fessor Thomas entire credit. He points 
out, too, that another great boon to 
serious drinkers of the time-—‘'The 
Blue Blazer’’—was also a creation of 
the professor's genius. 

The introduction contains a stirring 
account of the discovery of this con- 
ecoction. It occurred when Thomas-—— 
he had not yet won his title of profes- 
sor—-was first assistant to the princl- 
pal bartender of the El Dorado, a fa- 
mous resort of early San Francisco 
during the Gold Rush. As Asbury tells 
the story, “There came into the saloon 
a bewhiskered giant laden with gold 
dust and with three layers of pistols 
strapped about his middle. He had 
been many months in the mines and 
was fit to be tied; he yearned for ad- 
venture and loudly proclaimed that 
whisky was a beverage for nursing in- 
fants and boasted that the only way 
a distillery could keep him down 
was to fall upon him. 

‘Barkeep!’ he roared, ‘fix me up 
some hell-fire that'll shake me right 
down to my gizzard.’ 


64 ROFESSOR THOMAS sur- 
pP veyed him calmly and shrewd- 
ly estimated his capacity, 
which was obviously abnormal. He 
realized that here, at last, was a man 
worthy of his steel. 
‘'Come back in an hour,’ he said. 
‘lI shall have something for you then.’ 
“The bewhiskered giant, who was 
also booted, stamped out of the sa- 
loon, and Professor Thomas retired to 
the back room. His reputation, he re- 
alized, was at stake; if he did not pro- 
duce something which would take the 
roar out of the Colossus, all would be 
lost, even honor. So he grappled with 
the problem, and within an hour 
emerged, his brow wrinkled by fur- 
rows from the violence of his effort 
but with a magnificent idea sizzling 
and crackling in his brain. A deep si- 
lence fell upon the crowded barroom 
as the professor, looking neither to 
the right nor to the left, moved slow- 
ly into position behind the bar. and 
with great care took from their places 
in a special rack two silver mugs, with 
handles.

Jesse Hoover, the father of Herbert 
Hoover, died December 13, 1880. His 
widow, Hulda R. Hoover, was given 
letters of guardianship in the eatates 
of her three children. She continued 
her service until her death, February 
24, 1884, when Theodore was 13 years 
of age, Herbert 9 and Mary 7. Upon 
the request of Mary Minthorn, Mrs. 
Hoover’s mother, of M. J. Marshall and 
Allen Hoover, brothers-in-law of. Mrs. 
Hoover, and B. Hoover, an uncle, the 
Court appointed Lawrie Tatum, an old 
family friend, to succeed her in the 
guardianship. He served until the 
heirs became of age. 

The inventory filed by the new guar- 
dian in March, 1884, showed that 
there was a house and an acre of 
ground in West Branch, appraised at 
$500; the insurance of Mrs. Hoover. 
payable by the Cedar Rapids Mutual 
Relief Association, in the amount of 
$1000, in favor of her three children: 
and that each child had $352.18 due 
from the administrator. This brought 
their individual shares to approximate- 
ly $8650. Subsequent records show 
that Herbert Hoover completed a busi- 
ness college and a university course 
upon this amount and his own in- 
dustry. 


OR a year and a half after 
| Pare mother’s death, Herbert 
remained with his uncle, Allen 
Hoover, in Cedar County. On 
August 25, 1885, there appears a 
debit of $33.15 fora ticket for 
Herbert Hoover to Newburg, Ore- 
gon. His mother’s brother, H. J. Min- 
thorn, M. D., was principal of the Pa- 
cifie Academy at that place. and both 
he and his wife were “efficient teach- 
ers and worthy Christians,” quoting 
Mr. Tatum's report to the Court. Her- 
bert went to make his home with 
them. | 
The guardian's report for 1889, 
filed November 19, states that “Dr. H. 
J. Minthorn has for some years had 
the care of my ward, Herbert Hoover, 
and has boarded and clothed him and 
sent him to public School without 
charge. But now Herbert Hoover 
wishes to purchase & scholarship in a 
business college in Salem. Oregon 
which will cost $60. His uncle, H. 1. 
Minthorn, wishes nie to pay tos the 
scholarship, and writes. ‘] think if he 
had the scholarship he would make 
good use of it and get the full benefit 
of it..

With the Court’s approval the 
money for the scholarship was sent on 
December 24, 1889.

Theodore, the elder 
boy, Mr. Tatum told 
the Court in 1891: “He is studious and 
made good progress in his work last 
year’ (at Penn College at Oskaloosa, 
Iowa), ‘‘and should return, even 
though it uses up all his funds.’ To 
this wise guardian must be given part 
of the credit for the success of his 
wards, because of his encouragement. 

The Court was informed on August 


21. 1891: “During the past year H. C. 
Hoover has supported himself by work 
in a real estate office in Salem, Ore. 
He is an industrious and faithful boy, 
now in his eighteenth year, and wishes 
this fall to enter the Stanford Uni- 
versity, near San Francisco, California, 
and make mechanical engineering a 
specialty. I think it best for him to go 
there, and respectfully ask the Court 
to approve it.’’ 

The Court approved, and the youth 
entered Leland Stanford University 
that fall. By the progressive annual 
report of 1892, filed August 29, it is 
shown that his guardian paid $427.50 
for schooling expenses for the year, 
including books, tuition, clothing, 
board, ete.

“He made very good progreas in his 
studies.

From his own funds in his guardian's 
care, Herbert Hoover spent only $270 
during the school year, and the next 
year only $90 was sent by Mr. Tatum 
for his ward’s expenses at Leland Stan- 
ford, the record further emphasizing 
his industry and frugality. 

It was the last progressive yearly 
report of the guardian, filed October 
17, 1894, in which Lawrie Tatum pro- 
claimed to the Court his faith in his 
ward's success.

The sunlight will not be served in 
the same form wherein it floods 
down from the skies, one hastens 
to explain. Sclence may get around 
to that some day, but not yet. 
For seme years scientists have been 
try{ng to produce in food the bone- 
building vitamin D, which sun- 
light produces in the skin. - At last 
one of them has succeeded, and soon 
one will be able to get most of the tra- 
ditional benefits of “a good healthy 
tan’’ at a cool breakfast table, 40 miles 
from any beach and, if he wishes, with 
the curtaina drawn. 


This edible sunlight will look like 
an ordinary breakfast food. It will 
taste like an ordinary breakfast food. 
It will be an ordinary breakfast food, 
except that, because the cereal will 
have been trradiated with ultra violet 
Hight, it will bear vitamin D, which is 
ersential to life. And nobody ever saw 
or tasted a vitamin. 


D is one of the most important and 
possibly the rarest of the vitamins. It 
prevents rickets, a failyre of the bones 
to harden, which was prevalent among 
children until, a few years ago, the 
vitamin and its use were discovered. 
Through it alone is the body able to 
utilize food limes in building teeth and 
bones. It was available only through 
sun baths, mercury light baths and cod 
liver ofl until, very recently, Professor 
Harry Steenbock of the University of 
Wisconsin devised a way to bring out
